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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 88, 90, and 102, drawn to a liquid lansoprazole formulation comprising 
lansoprazole and a single excipient. 

Group II, claims 86, 87, 89, 91-101, and 103, drawn to a liquid lansoprazole formulation 
comprising lansoprazole and 2 excipients. 

Group III, claims, 107-109 drawn to a liquid lansoprazole formulation comprising 
lansoprazole and 3 excipients. 

Group IV, claims 104-106, drawn to a liquid lansoprazole formulation comprising 
lansoprazole and 4 excipients. 

Claim 85 links Groups l-IV and will be examined regardless of the group elected. 

The restriction requirement between the linked inventions is subject to the 

nonallowance of the linking claim, Claim 85. Upon the indication of allowability of the 

linking claim, the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn 

and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 

allowable linking claim will be rejoined and fully examined for patentability in accordance 

with 37 CFR 1 .104 Claims that require all the limitations of an allowable linking 

claim will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to final 
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rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection 
are governed by 37 CFR 1 .1 16; amendments submitted after allowance are governed 
by 37 CFR 1.312. 

Applicants are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, the allowable linking claim, 
such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 443 
F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The only feature 
common to all groups is lansoprazole. Lansoprazole is known in the prior art and is 
therefore, not "special". See "Lansoprazole" patient information, downloaded from 
" http://www.qicare.com/pated/lansQprazole.htm ". Therefore there is a lack of unity 
among the claims. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

Disclosed, specific, compositionally distinct excipients (e.g., polysorbate 80, 
PEG-300, etc.). 
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Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect: 

If Group I is elected, a single compositionally distinct excipient; 

If Group II is elected, 2 compositionally distinct excipients; 

If Group III is elected, 3 compositionally distinct excipients; 

If Group IV is elected, 4 compositionally distinct excipients, 

to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected 
species, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless 
accompanied by an election. Election of a specie not specifically disclosed as filed may 
be considered new matter. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species.

4. The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following 
manner: The claims are drawn to liquid lansoprazole formulation comprising one, two, 
three or four excipients.

5. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
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corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: There is no special 
technical feature linking the excipients.
